Section 1. Section 321.482A, unnumbered paragraph 1, Code1

2024, is amended to read as follows:2

Notwithstanding section 321.482, a person who is convicted3

of operating a motor vehicle in violation of section 321.178,4

Under current law, Code section 321.288 requires a person20

operating a motor vehicle to control the vehicle at all times21

and reduce the speed of the vehicle to a reasonable and proper22

rate when approaching a pedestrian walking or an animal being23

led, ridden, or driven on a highway; when approaching and24

traversing a crossing, intersection, sharp turn, curve, or25

steep descent on a highway; when approaching and passing26

an emergency warning device, emergency vehicle displaying27

revolving or flashing lights, or slow-moving vehicle displaying28

reflective devices; and when approaching and passing through a29

work zone. The scheduled fine for a violation of Code section30

321.288 is $135. Code section 321.482A sets forth additional31

penalties applicable when a person is convicted of operating32

a motor vehicle in violation of certain Code sections in Code33

chapter 321 (motor vehicles and law of the road) if such34

violation causes serious injury to or the death of another35

When a person is convicted of a violation causing serious4

injury, the additional penalties include a fine of $500 or5

suspension of the violator’s driver’s license or operating6

privileges for not more than 90 days, or both. When a person7

is convicted of a violation causing death, the additional8

penalties include a fine of $1,000 or suspension of the9

violator’s driver’s license or operating privileges for not10

more than 180 days, or both.11
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
